WE NEED A NEW CHARTER. 


The necessity for several very radical 
ohangee in oar 'city charter was made 
manifest at the meeting cf the board of 
education on 
Monday evening. The 
board was considering the recommenda­ 
tion of the building committee that ad­ 
ditional school houses b d constructed* 
The legal lights of that body were un­ 
able to find any provision in the charter, 
however,'which authorized the erection 
of new or additional buildings. 
“ No one seems to have dreamed that 
the city would require another school 
house when that charter waB made,*’ re­ 
marked Commissioner Wilson. 
The commissioner's criticism was jus*. 
And what is trus omcaraiag the school 
board is true in every other department 
of the city government. No step outside 
the regular routine business of the coun­ 
cil can be taken by the authorities with­ 
out first going to the legislature for a 
special permit, Our city charter is a 
complicated and conservative document. 
Bo complicated are its provisions that 
very little reference is ever made to it. 
Page after p?ge of the charter aa it now 
stands, give antediluvian methods of per­ 
forming 
municipal 
wo* k,—methods 
which for years have been almost entirely 
ignored by the authorities. 
The general or uniform charter adopt­ 
ed by the legislature some years ago 
would remedy many, if not all, the evils 
aud difficulties now existing in our 
ohsrter. 
The common oourcil might 
far better haye this charter put before 
the people with a view to substituting it 
for the present document than be com­ 
pelled to go before the legislature for a 
special enactment every time the author­ 
ities desire to remove a load cf rubbish 
from the street. Before again going to 
the legislature for special powers for a 
special purpose 
this uniform charter 
should be carefully examined.

They stated th at nearly, if not quite, 
all of the Pine Ridge Indians were de­ 
sirous of peace and w anted to come 
back to the agency. 
If the Pine Ridge 
Indians conclude to come back it w ill 
greatly reduce the w ar party, now 
num bering 
about 4,000. 
According 
to Agent Cooper’s figures there are 
2,200 Pine Ridge Indians absent, and so 
their force will be reduced a t least half 
the present number. 
A large propor­ 
tion of the rem ainder will doubtless 
fight to the end. 
General Miles held 
another short talk w ith these Indians 
yesterday morning, and they set out on 
their return. 
It is thought m ost of the 
Pine Ridge Indians will be here in a 
day or two.

old order of things was still in existence, 
and a beneficent administration had not 
yet issued its ban against martial exer­ 
cises of any kind upon the Lord’s day.

V. P. Richardson was named aa captain 
< f the Fire Police last night. Will E. 
Evenson was named as lieutenant, Ed­ 
win Fifield es treasurer and E. B. Heim- 
Btreet, for tie seventeenth time, as sec­ 
retary. R. J. Richardson, who has been 
B me Jiber cf the fire department since 
1856, offered his resignation, but the res­ 
ignation was not accepted. 
Secretary Heimstreet’s report showed 
that since the patrol wagon had been 
bought, thfe fire police had extinguished 
nearly 50 per cent, of all the fires that 
bad ooonrred, no water whatever being 
thrown. 
Eleven out of twenty-three 
fires had flickered and waned under the 
stream of a Babcock, making the flood­ 
ing of premises with water unnecessary 
The secretary ksaid: 
By direction of Captain Burnham, my 
report goes back to the time of reorgan­ 
ization, June Isl, 1889, when the name of 
the company was changed from Back 
Company Number I, to the Fire Police, 
and the purchase of ths patrol wagon 
and equipments. 
Jane 1st, 18S9 the 
wagon was placed in service. From that 
date to December 81,1889, the com­ 
pany responded to twenty-five calls, and 
four oalis for ambulance. Of the twenty- 
five calls the department worked at 
eleven fires, the balance being exhibition 
alarms. Of the fires, four were pnt oat 
by the patrol as follows: 
June 27, 5 p. rn.—Blocks, timbers and 
barrels of tar at upper bridge. Pat oat 
by extinguishers; do water used. 
July 26,10:28 p. rn.—Colvin’s bakery, 
North Main street, fire in bake room, 
Put oat by extinguishers; no water used. 
.Inly 31,1*30 a. rn.—Davey’s house, 
First ward; fire in attic. Pat out by ex­ 
tinguishers; damage small; no water 
used.

Every 
season since the firm have been at Ev­ 
ansville, The farmers have begun to 
realize that thoro is money in turkeys, 
and are going into the business quite 
heavily, some cf them having flocks of 
150 or 200 turkeys. They ara as care­ 
fully fed and cared for as any other 
stock, and last season Robinson A Co. 
paid ten cents a pound for ell they could 
raise. 
I think,1” said n farmer who sold 
them his turkeys, “ that there is more 
money in turkeys at ten cents a pound 
than in anything that I can raise.

We take this opportunity, on 
the authority of Miss Little’s family, for 
contradicting the rumors that there bas 
been any danger to the lives or property 
of the missionaries on Kneaie, the island 
where Bhe is stationed. The disturbance 
et Ponape, several hundred miles distant, 
arose from the natives rebelling against 
the injustice and indignities forced upon 
them by the Spanish author ii ies. 
A United mates man-of-war was sent 
from Japan to the relief of American 
missionaries as econ as apprised of the 
difficulty. This promptness gives Amer­ 
icans such confidence in the protective 
powers of the heme government, that 
they have little to fear from farther ag­ 
gressions. 
Letters from Misb Little bearing dates 
of Angnst, September, October and No­ 
vember, while expressing sympathy for 
Ponape and sorrow for any interruption 
to the mission work there, manifest no 
alarm, or expectation of similar trouble 
for the mission at Kusaie.
